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Officials suspect escapees in Texas murder 


SAN ANTONIO (AP) - When 
seven Texas inmates tied up 
prison employees, stole their 
clothes and escaped with an arse- 
nal. of weapons earlier this 
month, (hey left a note warning: 
“You haven't heard the last of us 
yet" 

Two weeks later, all seven arc 
wanted in the murder of a police 
ofricer in a Christmas Eve holdup 
at a suburban Dallas sporting 
goods store abobt 300 miles away. 

. The surprising thing to investi- 
gators and experts on crime was 
that the convicts - who by all 
accounts did not even know each 
other before they went to prison 
- apparently stuck together 
instead of splitting up. 

“They’ve generated a disci- 
pline among themselves and a 
loyalty that has held up since 
Dec. 13,” said John McAuliffe, 



inspector general for the Texas 
Departn^t of Criminal Justice. 

The escaped convicts were 
behind bars for murders, rapes 
and robberies across Texas and 
were serving sentences ranging 
from 30 years to life in prison. 
They were seen as well-armed 


and desperate. 

The FBI and state and local 
police departments hunted for 
the convicts. 

“In- light of the fact that Texas 
executes more prisoners than any 
other state, we have to recognize 
how vulnerable we are," said 
Dennis Longmirc, a criminal jus- 
tice professor at Sam Houston 
State University in Huntsville. 
“These men really have nothing 
to lose." 

The convicts used a meticulous 
plan to break out of a maximum- 
security state prison ringed with 
razor wire 60 miles southeast of 
San Antonio. 

W''aring street clothes stolen 
from prison employees, they 
bluffed their way into a guard 
tower, saying they needed to do 
maintenance work. Then they 
tied up a guard, stoic 14 pistols,'a 


loaded shotgun, a loaded rifle 
and 238 rounds of’ ammunition,. 
. fleeing in a stolen pickup that 
they ditched a few miles away. 

The convicts were featured on 
TVs “America’s Most Wanted" 
on Dec. 16, but the tips it generat- 
ed did not pan out. 

The next time anyone heard 
from the convicts was Christmas 
Eve, investigators said. The men 
arc wanted in the slaying of 
Officer Aubry Hawkins, 29, who 
was shot in a robbery at a sport- 
ing goods store in Irring. Capital 
murder warrants were issued for 
all seven. 

The Border Patrol was warned 
to be on the lookout for the men, 
though the convicts apparently 
spent the past two weeks moving 
north, away from the Mexican 
border, which is a three-hour 
drive from the prison.

MOSCOW - Russia Tuesday 
offidally deployed a new unit of 
its most modem strategic nuclear, 
vycapon, but in smaller numbers' 
than during

ing a shift in 
priorities un- 
der President 
Vladimir 
Putin. 

The single- 
warhead, silo- 
based Topol-M 
Russian PreslcJent intercontinen- 

Vladlmlr Putin tal ballistic 
missile is 
designed to replace the aging 
Soviet-era multiple-warhead mis- 
siles in Russia's arsenal. In 1998 
and 1999, Russia deployed 10 
such missiles a year. 

However, the unit deployed 
Tuesday comprises only six mis- 
siles, and the decline appears to 
be not only a response to budget 
pressures but a ^ange in priori- 
ties as well. 

Alexander Pikayev, a nonprolif- 
eration and arms control special- 
ist at the Carnegie Moscow . 
Center, said the reduced comple- 
ment of missiles was not numeri- 
cally significant but “symbolicd- 
ly” important, marking a possible 
shift away from expensive 
nuclear weapons and toward con- 
ventional, or non-nuclear forces. 

Energy shortage In Serbia 
reaches dramatic level

The Twin Falls Area Chamber of 
Commerce recognizes our local dairy 
industry has contributed immensely to 
the econmnic vitality of the Twin Falls 
and Magic Valley area. Our area has 
received .nationiU recognition as a lead- 
er in dairy waste management pro- 
grams. 

Unfortunately, a limited number of 
“TJpuraiors arc rcticcung poorly on tne 
entire dairy industry and have con- 
tributed to environmental concerns with 
odors, lights, flies, water quality and 
waste management.

Coercing out-of-court settle- 
ments works to Scruggs' advan- 
tage since many of his cases are 
legally dubious, if not prepos- 
terous. 

These lawsuits jeopardize the 
very existence of HMOs by 
allowing a single federd judge 
in Miami to render a verdet on 
whether Americans should 
' have the option of signing on 
with HMOs. 

The judge acknowledged the 
enormity of his task during a 
courtroom hearing when he 
asked incredulously: “You 
mean to tell me, Mr. Scru^ 
that you want me to supervise 
and revi^ health policy for 
over 100 million Americans?” 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
warned against such judicial 
intrusion last term, recognizing 
that, for HMOs to function, they 
'must provide “specific financial 
incentives to physicians, 
rewarding them for decreasing 
utilization of health-care ser- 
vices and penalizing them for 
what may be found to be exces- 
sive treatment." 

The high court further 
observed that Congress has pro- 
moted the formation of HMOs 
for nearly three decades in a 
largely successful effort to curb 
runaway health-care costs. In 


an attempt to eif3-run the 
Supreme Court, the class-action 
lawyers repackaged their 
claims, alleging that the HMOs 
somehow concealed the finan- 
cial incentives they offer physi- 
cians who limit the use of 
unneeded or extraneous treat- 
ments. 

The lawyers also made the 

novel argument that HMOs 
could be sued under the 
Racketeer Influenced and 
Corrupt Organizations Act, a 
federal law originally pass^ to 
fight organized crime that 
allows plaintiffs to seek on 
entidng triple damages reme- 
dy. The lawyers suggested that 
the HMOs’ failure to 
physician incentives constitute 
alleged acts of “mail fraud” and 
“wire fraud” that fall within 
RIGO's jurisdiction. 

Yet, surely the average per- 
son already knows that signing 
on with an HMO is not the same 
as having fee-for-servicc insur- 
ance. And just as surely the 
average person understands 
that HMOs manage the costs of 
delivering care to offer far 
more affordable health care 
than fee-for-service insurance. 

The risk in these suits is that 
what companies actually did 
and disclosed may be ignored 
in favor of some one-size-fits-all 
caricature of the “bad HMO.” 
An even greater risk is the cre- 


ation of a one-size-fits-all plain- 
tiff, which is what the plain- 
tiff' lawyers propose to do by 
pressing this as a class-action , 
suit. 

.Yet common-sense tells us 
that claims of fraud depend on 
highly individualized facts 
relating to the particular 
HMO's communications and 
what each person understood. 
These claims should be consid- 
ered on their merits rather than 
lumped together os a class. 

Consolidating all of the 
daiffls before one federal judge 
in Miami obviously paves an 
ea^ road to riches for the 
plaintiffs’ bar. Worse,- it almost 
surely will cripple a highly effi- 
cient way of delivering health 
care -one that provides quality 
services to millions of 
Americans at the lowest possi- 
ble COSt.- 

In the long run, the real 
losers will be patients who can’t 
afford to pay doctor's bills that 
arc bloated with sizeable sur- 
charges for already wealthy 
la%vyers.

The BPA offered a limited 
number of long-term comract.<i 
last year, and all its customers j 
hod a chance to purchase them. ' 
but rate predictions for 2001 to 
2006 were lower than the rote 
offered in the long-term con- 
tracts, BO most customers chose 
market-based contracts. 

“The general Impression wos 
that rates were going to remain 
stable or go down," King said. 
"Now the rate projections are all 
much hl^cr than that.” 

The other half of the power 
Raft River Electric buys Is a set 


percentage purchased from the 
total amount BPA gcncruics. 

Raft Rtvor Klcciric can 
exchange power with other co-op 
meml>er< who have difl'erciit sea- 
sonal electric needs. In addition, 
when there is a surplus, it can 
sell power at market cost, and 
this helps keep consumer prices 
down, Trncy said.

Attorney general asks judge to reconsider on trial 


BLACKFOOT (AP) - The 
office of Attorney General A1 
Lance has asked a federal judge 
to reconsider his recent decision 
ordering a new trial or the 
release of condemned murderer 
Richard Albert Leavitt. 

U.S. District Judge B. Lynn 
Winmill overturned Leavitt’s 
1985 first-degree murder convic- 
tion and death sentence for the 
slaying of Danette Jean Elg of 
Blackfoor. 

Winmill ruled that an instruc- 
tion to jurors may have been - 


confusing, misleading and 
ambiguous. The instruction said 
it was a jury’s duty to protoa the 
innocent, raising what Winmill 
called a “reasonable likelihood” 
the jury did not presume Leavitt 
innocent during the trial He alu 
said jurors may not have under- 
stood that prosecutors had to 
prove Leavitt guilty beyond a 
reasonable doubt. 

But the attorney, general's 
office argued in a motion filed late 
last week that Learittis trial attor- 
ney had agreed to the instruction. 


“Leavitt should not be permit- 
ted to complain or be granted 
habeas relief fifteen years after 
he was convicted, based upon a 
jury instruction he requested,” 
.according to the motion. • 

The state’s argument is that 
any troublesome instruction 
agreed to by Leavitt’s defense 
attorney should be considered 
under the “invited error doc- 
trine.” The motion also urges 
Winmill to consider any offend- 
ing jury instructions in context. 
“There is no mention of the 


fact that the trial judge added 
the additional sentence, 'There 
must be proof beyond a reason- 
able doubt,”’ thus eliminating 
any ambigmty “that could have 
rented as it was written.” 

Elg, a former Idaho National 
En^eering and Environmental 
Laboratory employee, was sexu- 
ally mutilated after being 
stabbed in her home on July 17, 
1984i Her body was discovered 
four days later. 

Leavitt, 41, has mainiaihed his 
innocence since his arrest.

COEUR d’ALENE (AP) - Of aU 
the pretty horses on a Careywood 
ranch, Choo-Ghoo and Stormy, 
two paint horses, are Hollywood 
stars. 

The Idaho ranch's setting was 
~thc ideal place to capture sound 
tape for “All the Pretty' Horses," , 
a Film starring Matt Damon that 
was recently rrieased. 

Although the horses are not 
seen in the film, their sounds are 
heard. 

Sound editor Patrido Libenson 
capmred 10 hours of Choo-Choo 
and Stormy’s hooves and whin- 
nies - even the sound of a mane 
slicing through the air. 

“The thing about Idaho was it 
was very cold, the air dense, mak- 
ing the speed of sound faster, 
the recordii^ sound's quality 
is full and rich,” Libenson 
explained from his office in 
California. 

The two horses were chosen 
because one had horseshoes and 
the other didn’t, said ranch owner 
Marion O’Connor, who rode 
Stormy for the recordings. 

Recordings induded about 10 
separate sounds of the horses 
moving at varying speeds on a 
range of surfaces, including 
water, rocks, grass and cement. 

“1 had no idea it was worth 
money for someone to record it," 


O'Connor said, while on vacation 
in (Jermany. 

The Holl>-wood sound experts 
stayed at O’Connor's Cucoluila 
Creek Spon Ranch for 10 days. 
She was paid S150 a day for her 
help with Choo-Choo anti 
Stormy. 

O’Connor got to see the unedit- 
ed version of the film to help edi- 
tors figure out which sounds 
would go where. 

“I think I would have done it 
even if they didn’t pay me for it," 
O’Connor said with a laugli. "ll 
was fun.” 

The effort has become one of 
the most comprehensive coUei; 
tions of hor.se sounds ib 
Hollywood, Libenson said. He is 
already using Choo-Choo and 
Stormy in a film being made 
about Jesse James. 

O’Connor’s name was passed 
along by a friend in the film-pri; 
during business when executives 
talked of making the movie, 
which is based on the award-win- 
ning novel of the same namo^' 
O’Connor made a videotape of 
her ranch and “tried to record 
the silence,’' she said.

Timber firms might go to court over road plan 


COEUR d'ALENE (AP) - On 
Idaho's P.anhandle National 
Forest, an area known for its 
extensive ’web of logging roads, 
about 800,000 untrammclcd 
acres still could be set aside 
under the Clinton administra- 
tion’s roadless initiative. 

But area timber companies are 
not giving up, and will likely turn 
to the courts for relief. 

The president's proposal would 


ban road-building on about 8 mil- 
lion acres in Idaho, 58.5 million 
nationwide. 

That is bad news for timber 
companies who have been beset 
by low lumber prices and envi- 
ronmental lavrsuils blocking tim- 
ber sales. 

“To allow a policy like this to 
go unchallenged tvould be a trav- 
esty,” .said Shawn Kcough, execu- 
tive director of Associated 


Log^ng Contractors. 

It is not enough to leave the 
forests alone, Keough said. *^e 
fires that ravaged the West this 
summer ore evidence forests arc 
in disrepair. 

Panhandle Forest Supervisor 
Dave Wright said the Forest 
Service shares the blame for the 
fire problem. It employed an 
aggressive firefighting policy 
that has allowed fuels to bi^d up 


ova- the past century.

GOODING - Pat Fossceco grew 
I up on a randi in Nebraska. Thg 
oldest of five children, ^e was 
recruited early to help Mom in 
theldtchetL 

Her mother was Swedish, her 
fritber a meat-and-potatoes m'on, 
her mother-in-law Austrian and 
Italian. Dinner has always been a 
time for the family to gather and 
share the da/s events. 

' Fossceco met her husband, 
Robert, at Colorado State 
University. When 'their childrra 
were young, Robert had a job 
that required a lot of travel. 
After a particularly long trip, 
about six weeks, the..Fosscecos 
decided “that was enough," Pat 
Fossceco recalled. 

Since both husband and wife 
had grown up on ranches, they

ranch. A friend in Boise suggest- 
ed they check out Idaho. They 
found a ranch near Gooding and 
packed up the family - the 
youngest child was 4 at the dme. 
That was 23 years ago. 

The three children thrived on 
ranch life and were active in 4-H, 
church, school and sports, 
Fossceco said. When the children

spaghetti about once a week. 
One of her daughters had a 
friend who loved spaghetti so 
much that, every time spa^ettj 
was scheduled, that friend man- 
aged to show up end maneuver 
on invitation to dinner. 

Fossceco worked os an office 
manager ihrou^ the years. Ihe-

ter meals. Cilantro will do well in a

Someone just sent me some coleus 
seeds.

Go to the paint store and get a long, 
narrow plastic container generally 
used to soak wallpaper in. It will be 
about 6 inches deep and 24 to 36^ch* 
cs long. When planted with impatiens 
or marigolds or geraniums, this is the 
best window box planter you’ve ever 
seen. 

Fill the container to within a little over 
an inch from the top with sterile potting 


soil. Don’t use garden soil. Even if the 
garden does happen to thaw out, you 
don’t want to talw the chance of batt^g 
damping off disease or inviting any other 
pathogens into your indoor garden. It’s 
always better to start with a good, steril- 
ized potting soil 

Drag a pencil point li^Uy over the 
surface of the potting soil. Sprinkle the 
seeds into the 1/ft-inch rows. Fat do^vn 
the potting soil gently and mist with 
warm water. Cover the whole thing 
with a sheet of waxed paper. Nothing 
fancy, just drape it over the top. The 
waxed paper will help keep in the mois- 
ture while the seeds get around to 
sprouting. 

For a really quick sprouting, try shov- 
ing the whole planter into one of the 


compartments under the waterbed. 
Tomato seeds sprout quickly under a ' 
waterbed, sometimes In 24 hours. Be 
sure to check them oft^ . 

As soon as fhe seeds have sprouted, 
take the waxed paper off the top and/or 
take the planter out from under the 
waterbed. They now vraat lots of indirect 
light and gently circulating air. In no 
time at all youTl have the neighbor- 
hood’s earliest spring gard^

Then later when I wane a 
cinnamon roll, I take it out of 
the freezer and zap it in the 
microwave to get a hot, freshly 
baked cinnamon roll taste. 
(Remember, you dividfcd'the 
cinnamon roll dough into two 
equal pans. You can make cin- 
namon rolls from both halves of 
the bread dough or you can use 
one half for one of the following 
variations.) 

For dinner rolls: Pinch off a 
picco of dough and roll around 
on a floured surface till it forms 
into a ball. Roll the little balls 
in butter and place on a 
greased cookie sheet about two 
inches apart. After the rolls 
rise, bake in a 350-degrec oven 
for 20 to 30 minutes or till gold- 
en brown. 

For loaves of bread: Shape into 
a loaf and roll in butter, place in 
loaf pan and allow to rise. Bake 
for about 35 to 45. minutes in a 
350-degree oven till golden. The 
bread will have a hollow sound 
when rapped with your knuckles 
when it is done. 

For pizza dough: Divide the 
bread dough into four equal 
—parts and press each part to 
cover the bottom of a 12-inch 
pizza pan. Let it rise for about IS 
minutes and spread with your 
favorite sauce and toppings. 
Bake at 400 degrees for about 20 
minutes. 

. For cinnamon bread: Roll half 
of the dough out into a rectan- 
gle. Sprinkle with a mixture of 
half cinnamon and half sugar. If 
you like raisins, throw in a 
handful of raisins with the cin- 
namon and sugar. Roll up the 
dough and pinch the ends to 
seal it. Place it se am side d own 
in a loaf pan. Bake at. 350 
degrees for 35 to 45 minutes or 
till golden. The bread will 
sound hollow when rapped with 
the knuckles. 

Nothing goes better with home- 
made bread than a big pot of 
stew.

ANSWER: Duct cleaning can 
offer some benefits, mainly 
improvements in the air quality 
of a home. Dust, mold and other 
' contaminants ohen build up in 
the ducts of heating and air<on- 
ditioning systems, and some of 
the contaminants can be swept 
into tile living area. This can pose 
a .special problem for those with 
a sthma, alle rgies , and other re s- 
piratory problem's. 

However, the National Air 



Doit 
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Duct Cleaning Association, a 
trade group, points out that “con- 
sumers should beware of air-duct 
cleaning companies ‘that make 
sweeping claims about the health 
benefits of duct cleaning - such 
claims are unsubstantiated." 

iris also possible to” remove 
many of the airborne contami- 
nants in household air by using 
high-efficiency filters in central 
heating and air-conditioning sys- 
tems, by using electronic air 
cleaners in living areas, or by 
using both. 

Still, if the air ducts in a home 
have heavy deposits of mold and 
dirt, cleaning would seem to be a 
good idea. A secondary benefit 
might be some improvement in 
the energy efficiency of the heat- 
ing and cooling equipment. 

According to the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, air- 
duct cleaning typically costs $450 
to 51,000, so it is not a projea to 
be undertaken lightly. Home- 
owners can check their own ducts 
by removing registers at strate^c 
points and using a mirror and 
flashlight to look for contamina- 
tion. Duct-cleaning contractors 
. generally offer firce estimates 
and inspections. 

Contractors usually use 
mechanical methods, such as 
brushes and whips, to loosen 
debris, and powerful vacuums to 
remove it. The contractors’ trade 
group does not allow its members 
to use encapsulation, in which 
debris is coated with a glue-like 
materia] that is supposed to hold 
it in place,

White House change of party 
means change in party-goers 


Getting the right do-it-yourself 
manual can make projects easy

WASHINGTON - The battle of 
campai^ 2000 was never really 
about Republicans and Demo- 
crats. In the more meaningful 
currency of the capital, it was oil 
about who throws a better party. 

“Republicans entertain very 
differently from Democrats,” 
says Susan Laez, co-owner of 
Ridgewell’s caterers, a longtime 
fixture in the city’s high-society 
bashes. “With Republicans, it’s a 
little more elaborate, a little 
more fancy, a little more formal ' 
than with Democrats. From a 
caterer’s standpoint, it’s nina tar- 
tar vs. tuna salad.” 

As the White House goes from 
Demoaat to Republican for the 
first time in 20 years, the ruling 
class is getting ready for a make- 
over. Among the predictions: 
More state dinners (Nancy 
Reagan threw about one a month, 
much more often than Hillary 
Rodham Clinton), no-nonsense 
party-wear (B^bara Bush barr^ 
women’s pantsuits from the White 
House) and an onslaught of elabo- 
rate soirees fcamring several gen- 
erations of Bush confidantes. 

“Your dinner parties will be 
formal,” predicts socialite and 
New York executive Georgette 
Mosbacher, a friend of both Bush 
and his father. “And there will ^ 
very traditional holiday celebra- 
tions." 

Washington itself is changing. 
The suburbs arc sprawling ever 
further while the Georgetown, 
powerful arc being challenged by 
Northern Virginia's fabulously 
wealthy, underdressed techies. 
But the capital still takes on the 
flavor of whatever presidem hap- 


pens to live in it. 

When Jimmy Carter left in 
1981 and the Reagans moved in, 
the dty went from modest coun- 
try foli^ peanut jokes and sensi- 
ble shoes to Hollywood celebri- 
ties, furs and limousines. 

Of course, there are those who 
say Washington never reinvents 
itself all that much. The same 
lobbyists and media stars will 
finale White House invitations 
now as before. 

“Sam Donaldson had a party 
the other night and Dick Cheney 
and Joe lieberman were there, 
and they greeted each other and 
then immediately went off to sep- 
arate rooms,” said Republication 
Buffy.Cafritz, a leading light in 
Washington society, of a tense 
interaction between the rival run- 
ning mates at a Washington din- 
ner party just before Vice 
President Al Gore conceded the 
presidential election. “Let's hope 
ihc reputation George W. Bush 
has as a healer worlu, because 
we’re going to need iL" 

As governor, Bush was known 
for his down-home bonhomie, 
and he is likely to bring that style 
to the capital - not to mention 
Texas pals and Bush “Pioneers” 
who gave generously to the cam- - 
paign. Carrying in a whiff of 
Texas on his hand-tooled cowboy 
boots, Bush will be to blame if 
there is a revival of 1980s dress- 
up denim, sticky-fingered net- 
working over Texas barbecue 
and several-gallon cowboy hats. 
And, if his president leads to 
the arrival in Washington of any 
mechanical bulls. 

“We’re going to see a, big infu- 
sion of Texas now," says Sheila 
Tate, the public relations gum 
and former press secretary to 


Nancy Reagan. 

And, of course, olong with 
G^rge W. and Laura Bush will 
come ... more Bushes. Just like 
the Republican National 
Convention brought out George 
and Barbara Bush, Florida Gov. 
Jeb Bush and even hunky 24- 
year-old Bush nephew George P. 
Bush. 

Among the likely regulars at 
1600 Pennsylvania Avc. will be 
Bush’s sister, Doro, who lives in 
Bethesda, Md, with her husband, 
Robert Koch, a wine industry lob- 
byist and Democrat. The White 
House also will be home to the 
Bushes’ twin daughters, Jenna 
and Barbara, when the two are 
not away at college. 

And the leading lights from the 
Social Register in Texas ore 
already on their way. Nancy 
Brinker, a Dallas socialite who 
heads the Susan G. Komcn Breast 
Cancer Foundation, will make 
her Washington' debut with a 
party for the Bush team at the 
Jockey Club (they lunch on 
Nancy Reagan Chicken Salad), 
which is located in the same hotel 
where Democrat Gore was raised. 

Other likely ‘Texas transplants 
include Jim Francis, the Texas 
Public S^ety Commission chair- 
man, whom Bush is said to be 
considering for a law enforce- 
ment post in his administration 
and whose wife, Debbie, is one of 
Laura Bush’s b^ friend^ 

Leading Republican entertain- 
ers arc likely to include

1 IGER DOES IT AGAIN 

Associated Press names Woods Male Athlete of the Year 


NEW YORK - Tiger Woods was a repeat 
winner Tuesday as The Associated Press 
Male Athlete of the Year. Like so many of his 
amazing victori^ it was no contest. 

Fresh off his incredible season of nine vic- 
tories, three straight majors, the career 
Grand Slam and shots that had to be seen to 
be believed. Woods joined Michael Jordan as 
the only three-time winner of the AP award 
since it began in 1931. 

He received 47 first-place votes and 160 
points from sportswriters and broadcasters to 
easily defeat back-to-back Tour de France 
winner Lance Armstrong, 

Woods became the sbtih player to win the 
award in consecutive years. The others were 
tennis great Don Budge, golfer Byron Nelson, 
track star Carl Lewis, quarterback Joe 
wntana and Jordan, who won it three years 
in a row. 

“It’s a 
great honor to be In the presence of such 
^at names. I didn’t realize that Jordan was 
the only other three-dme winner.” 

In a sport where two strokes is considered 
a comfortable viaory, Woods won the U^ 
Open by IS strokes, a World Golf 
Championship by 11, the British Open by 
^t and two other tournaments by at least 
four strokes. 

!. It was a year in which he kept raising the 
bar, and sailing over it The higher the expec- 
tations, the better Woods played. 

- Five straight wins on the PGA Tour piqued 
a hation’s interest. Then, Woods made it six in 
a row by coming from seven strokes behind 
over the final seven holes at Pebble Beach. 
A'^ianing the U.S. Open wasn’t enough. 
Woods challenged history and whipp^ that 
the way he did the rest of the field - a 15- 
stroke victory, the largest mar^ in the 140 
years of major championship a 12-under 
272 on a course where no one else, broke par. 

Could he complete the Grand $Ia m at the 
home of golf? Just barely. He won the British 
C)pen by eight strokes, set another major- 
championship record with a 19-under 269 and 
never once set foot in any of the 112 pot 
bunkers at St. Andrews. 

He made it three straight majors at the 
Ben Hogan in 

1953 to do that. He broke Nelson’s 5,5.year- 
old scoring record with an unadjusted, aver- 
age of 68.17. He didn’t have a round over par 
after May 7. -

The idea has great curb appeal: 
Give your old car to a charity, 
take a tax deduction, and raise 
money for a good cause — perhaps 
even help train poor people in a 
marketable trade. 

The radio is abuzz with such 
ads, and many taxpayers are sign- 
ing up. 

But while giving your car to a 
bona-fide charity is a legitimate 
deduction, experts say you 
should be very careful about the 
amount you write off. 

The temptation is great to be 
a^essive in assigning a value to 
the old buggy, and some charities 
seem to encourage that. One ad 
that aired recently in the 
Washington area offers a receipt 
for whatever amount you think 
the car is worth. 

That’s asking for trouble, said 
Arthur Auerbach, an accountant 
based in Vienna, Va. 

The Internal Revenue Service, 
“because of the ads that are run- 
ning all over the place, has told 
people in ... meetings that this is 
a high-audii issue, an issue they 
are going to be looking for,” 
Auerbach said. 

Of, course, the IRS may be 
bluffing. Congress in the past sev- 
eral years has made clear its dis- 
taste for actual enforcement of 
the tax laws it enacts. It has cut 
the agent’s budget for revenue 
agents, in-person audits and 
other cop-on-the-beat actirities. 

But if you've got a car or other 
vehicle you’d r.eally like to 
donate and you’d prefer not to 
-play the audit lottery, experts 
advise taking steps to justify any 
deduction you take. 

First, make sure the charity 
you’re dealing with is for real, 


Bogus charities or those that

“You’re supposed to have some 
reasonable guess as to its fair 
value," Auerbach said. But “what 
people don’t do is take into c6n-_ 
sidcradon the condition the car is 
in.’’ -
